Diversions of Students 


a Contrast to Those 


in America. 


nud hotel expenses, 
pay a formal visit to 


The casual visitor taking a walk 


through the streets of a Ctrman 
university town will 
probably he 


seized with the hallucination that lie 
has been carried buck two thousand 
years and set down in the midst of 
an ancient city. 
For during his 


whole 
walk he sees passing and 


repassing 
scores of 
brawify 
young 


gladiators with scars that fascinate 
him, long, jagged, fearsome, things special advantages such 
that they are. 
And ever and anon 


a youth is encountered with his head 
swathed in bandages, his face conceal- 
ed by court plaster, suggestive signs 
capable of producing somewhat grow- 
some thoughts. 


But these facial decorations having 


become common from often seeing 
them, the eye of the tourist is attract- 
ed and possibly dazzled by the splen- 
dor of the dress of these gladiators. 
Barbaric 
splendor it certainly is. 


Brilliant rainbow colored caps, and 
across the vests ribbons of similar 
hues, jaunty canes dangled aimlessly 
as accessories, these more than coun- 
terbalance 
the 
mantles 
in whose 


gloomy grandeur the old time war- 
riors stalked along. 


However,when 
veiled in its true 


perspective, this duelling which re- 
sults in the above mentioned personal 
calamities and adornments, is seen 
to be only the German 
student's 


way of working off his superfluous 
energy as the " American 
does in 


athletics. 
The same exuberance of 


spirits animates students the world 
over and only in the method of ex- 
pressing itself does it differ in one 
land from another. So the German 
student eaters into 
his duelling 


match with the same vim and reckless- 
ness that the American does into a 
football game. 


Neither, 
after 
all, are 
these 


matches the bloodthirsty affairs they 


:"seem*^at""iflrBt sight. 
The 
weapon 


used is a blunt 
ended 
slashing 


BWprd and the combatants' eyes are 
protected by goggles and the most 
exposed arteries by bandages. 
There 


is also a competent surgeon always in 
attendance so that the only 
real 


danger is in the loss of blood from 
prolonged 
fighting. 
And when one 


thinks of the joy and pride which 
these young heroes take in their 
beautiful long scars, he surely will 
not be inclined to condemn 
this 


popular recreation too harshly. 


Another diversion 
which rirals 


duelling in its popularity and which 
is quite different 
from 
authorized 


American college amusements is beer 
drinking, indulged in by practically 


sities all on the same basis with the 
same courses of study, and so It is 
that the student is decidedlv nomadic 
in 
his habits. 
He is constantly 


changing schools and before finishing 
his university career he may have 
studied in four 
or 
five 
different 


places. 
Very often n popular pro- 


fessor may change from ono univer- 
sity to another and he is sure to bo 
followed by a largo company of his 
disciples. 
Of course there arc other 


reasons for changing 
schools 
and 


ninny do simply out of a desire to bo 
moving. 
They have the wanderlust, 


as the (ieruinns say. In fact, through- 
out his. course the Gorman student 
has a great deal more freedom than 
his cousin across the Atlantic. Upon 
entering 
and matriculating ho re- 


ceives a course book and a student's 
card. .This card will secure for hh.i 


as reduced 


rates on purchases, theatre tickets, 


Then ho must 
the professors, 


whose lectures ho expects to attend 
and put his name down for them. 
He may cut all these lectures or take 
them as he pleases. 
After thn course 


is over he will again visit the pro- 
fessor, present his card, and be given 
credit 
for full attendance. 
But a 


day of reckoning comes after seven 
semesters and if he fails in his exam- 
ination he must change to another 
course or leave the university. 


The greater degree of of freedom 


in both moral and intellectual pur- 
suits 
doubtless develops more re- 


sourcefulness in a few strong students 
but it leaves the mass of them much 
more poorly equipped than does the 
more rigorous American system.
